Now that the Hunanese are once more dis- 
tinguishing . themeclves by, truculence and 
‘the issue of foul and slanderous. libelb on 
foreigners distinctly intended ‘to inflame the 
winds of tbeir. fellow countrymen in ‘the 
aeighbonring provinces, and thus ‘bring 
about 8 renewal of the riots and- outrages 
which made last summer sadly: memorable, 
it may bo yeeful and interesting to inquire 
what matmeér of country this notablé pro- 
vince really is. ‘The following information 
concerning it has been, carefully’ collected 

‘from the best and latest authorities on the 
subject, and we are also largely indebted to 
eourageops Protestant missionaries who have 
made extended excursions into tha conntry: 

Hunan’ ig a large and- important inland 
province,.upwarde of seven hundrad wiles 
from tho sea, to which, however, it haa frco 
access by’ that grand father of waters the 
‘Wangteze.

This city is built round ‘an elbow of the 
river on which. it has five miles of frontage, 
and from which it’ prasents a° pleasimg:ap- 
pearance, the dall monotony of the low roofs 
being retieved-by 0 pagoda at each.end and 
many ‘temples with gaily tinted “porcelain 
roofs showing up amid green foliage,’ while 
a large college built on an island: in mid 
stream helps to complete a rather effective 
picture.

From the foregoing sketch, which is ne- 
eessarily but a partial one, thé wes‘ern ‘Lalf 
of the province being still a terra: iecognita 
to foreigners, ii will. be seen that Hunan is 
well worthy the dttention of foreign traders. 
Nor would they be the only gainers by it being 
opened to trade. The Hunsneso, who are w 
bold manly race, infinitely sup2rior to most 
of the Chinese peoples—who it must be re- 
membered differ almost as much -as do the} 
various races of Europe—would sdon: learn 
to overcome their prejudice against the for- 
eigner, which has: bean sedulously fostored 
by the officials, probably with the view of 
imbuing the Hunan -braves with special 
hatred to.the intruder: To.this end, thers. 
fore, we ‘vould: earvestly impress upon 
Her Majesty’s Govornment the desirability
